ONE MANS STORY 


I arrived at the Lord Northbrook at six o*clock Friday night to 
meet up with *The Business* and to travel with them to the 
I Iambrough Tavern gig at Southall, thinking it was just gonna 
bo a normal gig. 

Our van left at 6.30 with twenty of us, six of those were girls 
•md only 3 were Skins, we were all going just to have a good 
Laugh and all that, not expecting or wanting trouble. The drive 
thoro went okay until we approached Southall. About a mile from 
the tavern on street corners were groups of Asians just hanging 
around and staring at all the cars and vans, we were stuck in 
what wo thought was a traffic jam when all of a sudden for no 
reason at all our van was stormed by about 30 Asians, shouting 
"white trash" and "fuck off home". The side of the van was dented 
Liy iron bars and one of them pulled a sword out on the manager 
of 'The Business'. By this time the girls were pretty scared so 
the driver pulled the motor over and we continued up to the 
tavern on the other side of the road. When we arrived outside 
there were about twenty coppers, a couple of old bill cars, and 

a van plus a group of about 300 asians on the other side of the 
road. 


Wo all. jumped out of the van and went straight into the pub and 
found we was the last band to arrive, the atmosphere was one of 
'we're under seige but we ain't gonna lot em spoil the show sort 
of tiling. 

As the bands were performing on stage more and more police and 
Asians were gathering outside, but the atomosphere was still 
pretty Light hearted at this point. AIL that changed when suddenly 
stones and bottles started coming through the windows and the 
pub was charged by the Asians, but the Police stood firm and the 
Asians were held back 

Inside tiie Skinheads were being restrained by the stewards 
and managers of the various bands, and told to stay calm, and not 
be provoked. When the Skins did finally retaliate it was only 
after the petrol bomlis had started being thrown, the pub had 
been stormed from behind, and a lot of their mates and girls 
had been cut by pieces of glass.

Outside it was just like N. Ireland, there were coppers in 
the middle being attacked not by the Skins as reported m 
Sundays papers but by the Asians with petrol bombs. 


Really this could all been avoided cos the bands only went 
to Southall to play a gig for fans in that area and why not? 

It is just a part of London after all, all three bands have 
played other parts of London like Hackney, Canning Town, 
and further afield like Manchester and Glasgow without any 
trouble and those areas all have high populations of ethnic 
groups, cos unlike the papers said, Oi aint about fighting 
or race war or white power or nothing like that its just 
a form of punk second time around, and the reason there were 
coaches was cos the fans come from as far away as Herne Bay, 
Tilbury, Barnet, as well as various parts of London, and as 
you know you can't rely on public transport. As for the 
leaflets that have been spoken about I didn't see any that 
night the first I saw was the next day in the pub, another 
Living also in the audience inside the pub were four West 
Indian Skins, who are regularly at all the Oi gigs, so that 
proves that Oi aint a racialist thing. Its just been mis¬ 
represented by the press who weren't even there. 

Its madness if you ask me you should be able to see a band and 
have a good night and a laugh whatever colour you are in any 
part of London cos its the music that counts and the music that 

suffers. 


On the train A everyone was real sick at what had happened but glad 
that all.three bands had managed to perform on stage, and all 
throe wore well on form.I only hope this ain't the end of Oi 
cos thores so many good bands who deserve the chance to play 
anywhere in London, I only hope the truth will come out, the real 
truth this time. I. kno ’ for certain the Oi bunds and fans were 
INNOCLNT.

Tlie original Skin girls like the boys wore their 
hair short. Theirs, however, was not usually cropped. 
Instead they favoured a feather cut, a style.that 
was both short and neat. The girls dressed like the 
boys in jeans and button down shirt 37 If they Ivore ' 
boots they wore 8 monkey boots 8 rather than the big 
heavy boots that the boys wore. 

Though the girls dressed similarly to the boys they 
also wore more feminine clothes.

THE ROUNDHOUSE 


Sunday 12th February 197$ 


'I Don't Wanna' (12" of course) was getting worn out fast.'Borstal 
Breakout* was in the shops and on the record player and Sham 69 were 
coini ng for YOU with enough aggression to maJce Joe Jordan look like 
Florence Nightingale. Sham were in the right place at exactly the 
right time - we needed everything Jimmy Pursey was offering - his 
energy - belief (at the time it didn't seem to matter in what), a 
voice for frustration, understanding, heart - and he did offer it 
all, except he gave too much ending up lost inside his own imagin¬ 
ation (camouflage?). Bye Bye Jimmy Sham Hallo Peter Gabriel. But 
that was a longtime away from that night. The records stop and the 
DJ says the words that start the roar. 


Sham are on. Pursey leaping in the air dressed like a refugee from 
a Hovis ad, collarless shirt, grey flannel trousers, braces... the 
shirt lasted one number. The band tore through the songs like there 
was no tomorrow - 'Ulster Boy', 'Tell us the truth', *1 don't wanna' 
'Rip off*, what have we got dedicated to the men from the G.L.C,, "and 
remember its not the band singing the chorus's 0 o K.? 'Break out' 
pulls the place apart, but all the time the fights are staying. Pursey 
pleads between numbers and the fights stop for a few minutes, then 
into the next song and they start again. George Davis and I'M a man 
1'm a boy - theres a rush backwards as the skins at the front of the 
stage start charging the crowd. The Roundhouse is built like the 
Colliseum and 1 couldn't see the Christians or the lions they wore 
too busy being trampled. Sham grind to a halt mid song, theres a gap 
in the crowd with Skins on one side everybody else on the other. And 
I'in standing in the middle wondering why I'm not with one lot or the 
other instead of being stuck there on my own. 




Jimmy smiles reassuringly and tells the people 'The Skins won't 
you' no one laughs. Jimmy talks to the Skins "Evory gig we play 
wreck.... give us a chance" The gaps start to close. A new song 
the Kids are united' no ones listening they're too busy being 
divided and conquered.

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Jimmy starts to look like Alex in 8 Clockwork Orange 1 kissing 
the boot that kicks him. And yet Sham are brilliant the 
excitment that sparks through the air when a band is right 
everything was working and every tiling was wrong. 

Three years later you could hold up that Roundhouse gig 
as a perfect example of all that made Sham 69 so important 
and so good and of all the things that were going to pull 
the band and Jimmy Pursey apart. Pursey had charisma and 
energy but no control over his audience like the Rolling 
Stones discovered in 1969 , thats a dangerous mixture.

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AN INTERVIEW WITH PETE AN ORIGINAL SKIN 

Q. When did you get into the Skinhead thing *69 *70? 

A. My earliest memories were of my oldest sister who was a 
Skinhead girl that must have been about *69 1 suppose. At 
first we were called peanut boys but that name didn*t last 
long once the media started calling us Skin*eads, Anyway I 
started copying the way her boyfriends dressed. I was about 
14 then, quite impressionable I suppose, but then it 9 s only 
the image other people put across that create fashions of 
any sort. 

Q. What clothes did you wear then jeans, boots and Harringtons? 

A. Yeah Levi Jeans with -J-" turn up, Doc Martin boots, Ben Sher¬ 
man or Brutus shirts, -J-" braces and black Harringtons. To wards 
the end of 1970 we started wearing Sta-press and Royal Brogues, 
by the summer 1971 it was tonic suits and loafers, but the 
shirts stayed the same for a long time. Crombies came in the 
winter of 1970 the following winter Sheepskins started coming 
in. The whole thing got expensive and stupid thats when I lost 
interest round about the winter of 1 97 1 • 

A. How long did the Cult last 2 to 3 years maybe? 

Q. No it was shorter than that really. 1 would say Skins lasted 
till the end of the summer 1970. Then we started wearing *Crombies* 
*Tonic Suits* and brogues as opposed to Levis, boots and braces etc. 
We grew our hair a bit, suedeheads or smoothies we called it. We 
couldn’t afford the haircuts every week. 

Q. What sort of music were you dancing to then? 

A. Reggae at first but it was soon taken over by the soul scene, 
Tamla, Stax and a bit of James Brown. The girls never really liked 
Reggae much and the D.J.s always played what the girls wanted in 
preference to what the boys wanted. I can remember many D.J.s 
though who were actually thrown out of dance halls physically for 
playing the wrong things. 




Q. Did you get a chance to see any bands e.g. Dave & Ansel 
Collins, Pioneers etc. or was it restricted to records? 

A. Well, it was disco*s mostly then but a few of us who 
were really into the music used to go and see bands. I 
saw Desmond Dekker + The Aces, The Pioneers, Jimmy Cliff 
and Nicky Thomas as well as a few Motown artists around 
about *71, all at the Top Rank in Reading where I lived. 

Q. Who did the Skins fight with, Rival Skins, Greasers? 

A. Mainly other Skins from neighbouring towns. The Greasers 
were always too big, too good and too many. But most Skins 
would have a go at anyone for a giggle. 

Q. What about Football, was the trouble really bad? 

A. 

Around 1971 it got really heavy. That was when weapons or 
‘tools* became popular. It got crazy, a few people were 
killed at football grounds. It got stupid you know,thats 
when most of us started losing interest. 

Q. What do you think of the revival and todays Skins? Are 
they a bit younger now? Have you got a message for thorn? 

A. The clothes are great though a little bright to what we 
wore. I think there is a lot of romance about the way they 
see the Old Skinhead Days. When it started most Skins wore 
about 16 , 17 + 18 year, olds but younger ones soon joined 

the ranks and then older ones quit. I suppose overall they 
are a bit younger today. As for a message all I can say is 
leave out all the politics, we never bothered with it. 
Politicians are using you and they*11 turn on you when they 
get what they want. 









Skrew driver 

Skrewdriver were a Punk 
band from Blackpool who 
adopted the Skinhead 
look in 1977 . 

Their album "All screwed 
up 1 * had the introduction 
from ’Skinhead Moonstomp* 
quoted on the back of the 

cover. 

The line up then was: 

Ian Stuart (vocals) 

Ron Hartley (guitar) 

Kevin McKay (bass) 

Grinny (drums) 
Screwdriver’s Skinhead 
image proved to be a 
handicap. The bands gigs 
wore plagued by trouble. 
They found themselves 
banned from num erous 
venues because of their 
reputation for attracting 


unruly crowds. The bank dropped the Skin look, grew their hair and 
reverted to Punk clothes in an attempt to shake off their image. 
There were various changes in the bands line up with only Ian Stuart 
remaining an original member. Unable to lose their reputation as a 
’Skinhead Band’ and their difficulty in finding places to play meant 
that the band eventually folded.
